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THE UNITED STATES UNDER 
‘THE PEACE TREATY. 


When Secretary Kellogg returns to Washington 
his treaty renouncing war, with the reservations and 
conditions by which the subscribing nations retain 
freedom of action, will be on file with the secre 
tariat of the league of nations at Geneva. Rati- 
fication by the United States senate is dismissed 
as assured. | 

In the opinion of THs Tripunz, this adventure 
of our government has. ill advised. The good 
it could possibly do is to te Sate ik apparent. The 
injury is evident, we think, upon examination of 
American conditions and influences. “e 

The question is asked why the United States 
should be exposed to consequences which no other 
country at all fears.. The answer is that the 
United States is differently governed. The British 
admiralty does not fear that Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain, as minister of foreign affairs, is about to 
weaken the British navy policy. The admitalty 
has reason to believe that he is definitely strength- 


ening {t. The French military government does 
not fear that Briand has made a blunder in for- 


eign affairs which will affect the military training 


of French conscripts, Here again the’French be- 
lieve that Briand has strengthened French de- 
fenses. 

Mussolini does not nk that Italy’s military 
position in the Alps or ijn the Adriatic or in Africa 
will be weakened by the treaties. If he did think 
so, Italy would not sign. Fascism, a military 
power, is strengthened in the possession of terri- 
tory and military lines. Therefore Italy will sign. 
Japan -will,make no of military-resources 
or organization. 

No country which signs the treaty of renuncia- 
tion now wants a war if it can be assured of the 
peaceable holding of what it has. Some countries 
which would fight a war if they could better 


themselves submit to the necessities of their pres- 


ent weakness. : 

We have no objection to a declaration of peace- 
able intent. We have none to a formal pledging 
to agreements which would uphold the peace, but 
the consideration showld be that a peaceable nation 
is actually strengthened thereby in a just posi- 
tion. Whereas Mr. Chamberlain is not releasing 
upon his govérnment a force of triumphant op- 


position to British military defense, is it not most; 


probable that Mr. Kellogg is doing that? 

Kellogg, Chamberlain, Briand, Mussolini, etc., do 
not meet on equal terms. Mr. Kellogg’s govern- 
ment faces something at home which every other 
government will be spared. Andrew Carnegie’s 
peace foundation is not operating out of Scotland 
against British military institutions. Mr. Bok's 
American made money is not working out of Hol- 
land against the military arrangements of conti- 
nental Europe, Universal peace is the objective 
of all the subsidized and endowed politically pow- 
erful peace organizations in the United States, but 
the immediate object is the military force of the 
United States, 

Therefore we fear consequences here which need 


- mot be feared in Europe and Asia and which are 


not feared there. This democracy is susceptible 
to influences which are not reasonable or wise. 
Pacifism here is not a party of moderates. It is 
like prohibition and, although the two interlock, 
the pacifists have even more money at their dis- 
posal. They organize virtually the same citizen- 
ship. 

: has Carnegie money, Bok money, uni- 
versity supports and church organization. It is 
used by radicals and by persons of alien allegiance 
in influential organizations. Its sources of strength 
are Various and the combination is powerful. It. 
is competent politically and congress is invariably 
pliable. 

It is opposed to military training in the schools, 
to the R. O. T. C,, to the civilian training camps, 
to the navy, and to the army. Its primary doc- 
trine is that training in military science is pro- 
vocative. Its theory is that the thought of war 
must be eradicated. That is why a regiment of 
college students on a university field is regarded 
by the pacifists as dangerous to the peace of the 
world. They are being given some rudimentary 
training, and in any sensible conception of na- 
tional defense this training is only the prudent 
provision of a civilian personnel for an emergency, 
a substitute for the professional] soldier. Thus it 
ig the reverse of militarism, but even as the pro- 
hibitionist finds beer the most injurious drink 
the pacifist discovers the greatest danger in the 
most simple military provisions. 

Warnings are numerous that the organized op- 
position to American defense regards the signing 
and. ratification of the peace pact as the beginning 
of an opportunity, not the conclusion of an effort. 
Prudent Americans cannot wisely ignore this situ- 


ation or ite possible consequences.

ALIEN MURDERERS 


IN CHICAGO. 

The murder of Lombardo, the gangster, by 
professional assassina, it need hardly be said, is a 
reflection upon the Chicago police department and 
the officials who are responsible for the depart- 
ment, The politician who has allied himself with 
murderers for mutual advantage bears no small 
thare of the guilt, whether he is made to answer 
rer the crime or not. The community which has 
permitted the corrupt alliance between crime and 
politics to grow up has no right to be astonished 
at the fruits of the alliance. . 

Chicago's responsibility for its gang murders 1a 
plain, but Chicago is not solely responsible. For. 
the most part the murderers were not born ot 
reared in Chicago or even in the United States. 
Lombardo was shot down in broad daylight, in 
the heart of the city, a few minutes after he had 
left the offices of the Italo-American National 
union. He was recognized as a leader of the 
Sicilians of Chicago. Chicago cannot control the 
immigration of alien gunmen. Chicago is without 
power to deport undesirable aliens. That is the 
duty of the federal government and it is a duty 
that has been shamefully neglected with dis- 
astrous consequences for Chicago and every other 
large city in the country. | 

Federal officials show no sense of their re 
sponsibility for the conduct of aliens admitted to 
this country. The effort of the government to 
cull out the undesirables virtually ends at Ellis 
island. It ought only to begin there. No police 
force in the country can cope with the feudists 
until the federal government lends its powerful 
ecSperation. 

No one can read the list of names of the dead 
gangsters without being impressed with. their 
alien character. Most of them are Sicilians, 
children of a land notorious for its feuds for 
centuries. They come here witha tradition of 
banditry and private vengeance. Even their 


here are so steeped in the customs of their native 
land that they refuse to give testimony even 
against murderers. The federal government has a 
means of forcing these witnesses to give evidence 
which local government cannot apply, for the 
federal government can threaten deportatior., 
Failure of the labor department to accept its re- 
sronsibility is placing upon our local governments 
a burden which none of them, individually, can 
carry. 


WHY ANY STARS? 

State Senator Roy Wood announces that he will 
introduce a bill in the next legislature to prohibit 
the use of stars on all automobiles except those 
of law enforcing officers ana members of the gen- 
eral assembly. We can see no justification for 
even those exceptions. 

A star is placed upon an automobile to obtain 
special] privileges, and for no other purpose. It is 
intended as an announcement to traffic officers 
that the driver of the automobile is not to be inter- 
fered with, even if he violates the traffic code. He 
may speed, or park beside a hydrant, or make 
turns where they are forbidden, but he is not to 
be warned, much less punished for his infractions, 

So far as we are aware, no law enforcing officer 
has any need to violate traffic rules in the ordl- 
nary course of business. There are no “I Gotta 
Drag” emblems on the automobiles used by the 
police in patrolling the city. The way to identify 
a law enforcing officer’s automobile is to paint it 
blue and stencil ‘“ Police Department” on the 
Goors. If in the course of duty a police auto- 
mobile must violate traffic regulations, a small star 
on the radiator is not sufficiently conspicuous to 
warn motorists and pedestrians. 

There is even less excuse fof giving stars to 
members of the legislature. It is not one of their 
duties to respond to fire alarms or to pursue bank 
robbers. Certainly a member of the legislature, 
whose business is lawmaking, should not hola 
himself above the laws he helps to make. 

The “I Gotta Drag” nuisance is another evi- 
dence that government in this community has de- 
generated to a racket, rua on gang principles. 
Ours is no longer a government of laws, but a 
government of persons, in the approved Turkish 
fashion. The favorites of the pasha may do as 
they please and the rest of us must get along as 
best we may.

THE AMERICANS AND THEIR NAVY. 
{The Spectator, London] 

{ft is alweys painft' when a cabinet minister says 
the wrong or inopportune thing at a critical moment, 
but the gaffe of Sir William Joynson-Hicks, to which 
we called attention last week, was, after all, of 
little moment in comparison with the danger that 
the British people may run off with the idea that 
the Americans while talking of peace are really 


There has never been a greater misunderstanding 
of a political situation than that of which Sir Wil- 
ham Joynron-Hicks was guilty, just as there has 
seldom been a more remarkable situation to under- 
stand. We can remember nothing quite like it. A 
“big navy” program was presented to congress, and 
Public opinion rose up and swept it away so that 
nothing of it remains. No doubt it may be argued 
that it has merely been suspended and will be re- 
vived. The refusal of the senate to consider the 
bill was due, however, to the desire to give Mr. 
Kellogg's peace pact a fair field, and as the peace 
pact ia now on the point of being signed by all the 
great powers, the suspended animation of the big 
navy bill will probably pass into the stage of trance 
if not death. | ¢ 

If ever there was a fine opportunity for the big 
navy party in the United States to get its way it 
was after the failure of the Geneva naval confer- 
ence. Disappointment in the United States had fes- 
tered into a certain resentment. It was felt that 
Great Britain had turned down a proposal that was 
the natura) corollary to the Washington conference. 

What would one expect in such circumstances? 
One would expect that the big navy party would 
carry the people off their feet. At first, indeed, the 
big navyites made much headway. They presented a 
gigantic new program and were able to announce 
that it had President Coolidge’s approval. Seventy- 
one ships were to be built, including twenty-five 
10,000 ton cruisers, 

The next thing was that the naval affairs commit- 
tee in the house of representatives pulled the pro- 
to pieces. The twenty-five cruisers became 
fifteen. The explanation was that the committee be- 
came aware of the tremendous disturbance of. public 
opinion. A large part of the press denounced the 
program, and protests poured into the state depart- 
ment from every corner of America. Was not the 
United Staies a peace loving country? Why did she 
want a grest navy? Whom was she going to fight? 

When the bill had been turned inside out Mr. Cool- 
idge again invited congress to pass it. The senate, 
for the reason we have stated above, refused. The

TREATING VARICOSE 


ULCERS. 


HE best treatment for varicose 
ulcers on the leg is rest in bed, 
referably with the leg elevated. 
hen the pressure is taken from 
the column of blood in the varicose veins 
| dropsy disappears from the tissues, the 
color and nutrition of the soft parts im- 
prove and the ulcers heal. But the rest- 
in-bed treatment is a luxury which few 
can afford. What treatment is effective 
where the afflicted person must keep at 
work? Dr. D. C. Colebrook offers an 
answer to that question. 

One treatment that has considerable 
vogue is helotherapy. Dr. Colebrook 
watched a number of cases that Were 
having that treatment. Most of them 
were being treated with mercury vapor 
lamps. Four types of lamps were used. 
None of the cases were treated by ex- 
posure of the ulcers to direct sunlight. 
Dr. Colebrook did not form a very good 
opinion of the light treatment for vari- 
cose ulcers. 

His best results were with Unna’s 
paste and bandaging. Unna's paste is 
an old friend, long in use. It consists of 
six parts of oxide of zinc, four parts of 
gelatine, twelve parts of glycerine, and 
sixteen parts water. This is melted with 
heat and applied to the ulcers and for 
some distance around, when it is about 
as warm as the parts will bear. The 
leg is then bandaged rather evenly and 
smoothly without any particular view to 
pressure or support. The ulcers are 
covered, In some cases a rubber sponge 
was placed over the ulcers between the 
first and second layers of bandages. 

At first the dressings were changed 
twice a week. Later they were left on 
for from one to three weeks. The ad- 
vantages of the paste and bandaging 
treatment, in the opinion of Dr. Cole- 
brook, were that the ulcers were cured, 
the pain was relieved, and rest in bed 
Was not required.

Yet you see it done 
to babes in humble carriages and to 
those in luxurious outfits, Why in the 
name of common sense have people 80 
little understanding? 

2. The filthy habit of people cooling 
baby food by putting it into their 
mouths first. Their name is legion! 
When you consider that most grown 
people and many children have some 
form of halitosis, evident proof of 
some decaying disturbance in mouth, 
nose, throat, or stomach, it gives you 
the shivers to think what that baby 
must absorb and suffer for innocently 
later on. One woman of my acquaint- 
ance, with cancer of the stomach, 
would feed her grandson, a lovely two- 
year-old chubby boy, just that way. 

REPLY. 

1. Babies enffer from glare just a6 adults 
do. Too much sunlight is not good for 
any one. Like all strong medicine it may 
be given in-+harmful doses; too much is 
worse than too little or even none at all. 
In the winter season, getting enough sun- 
light for a baby is mot an easy matter; 
in the summer, there is danger of giving 
too’ much. Unfortunately, babies do not 
tan readily, and they therefore miss nature's 
great protection against a sun “jag.” 
What you write about is even more harmful 
than skin exposure. The direct sun ray is 
quite harmful to the visual purple of the 
retina. 

2. There is no excuse for this practice. 
Halitosis is not the objection. It is not 
safe for adults to swap saliva; it is still 
more dangerous for children. 

We have pretty well abolished the common 
drinking cup. Swapping all day suckers 
is no longer good form, “ Papping" the 
child’s food should have led this procession 
off the stage.

Chicago, Sept. 6—Saturday afternoon 
about four o'clock we left Chicago on 
® fishing trip to the Fox river near 
Plano, Ill. 

We were hardly outside of Chicago 
when we blew a tire. We put on a new 
ene and shortly after an engine knock 
turned out to, be a burned out connect- 
ing rod bearing. We got a new con- 
necting rod at Lyons, took the head and 
pan off and put it in. About ten miles 
from Aurora the new one went out. 
We tried to tighten it up, but could do 
nothing with it. We got to Aurora 
about two o'clock and finally located a 
garage re we got another connecting 
rod and an outside oil supply line which 
we put“on and finally limped to our 
camp at about 4:30 Sunday a. m. 

We spent all day Sunday putting in 
the new connecting rod, cleaning out oil 
supply pipes, etc., which meant remov- 
ing timing gears, and when they were 
replaced and everything put together 
again we found the gears were not in 
time with ‘the valves and the whole 
front had to be taken off again. -We 
finally got all straightened out about 10 
Pp. m. As you know, it rained all day 
Sunday and it was a nasty job with no 
protection but a poncho and a piece of 
canvas. 

Early Monday morning we went fish- 
ing, but got nothing all day but under- 
sized fish which we returned to the 
river, We returned to camp just ag it 
was getting dark, got our supper, 
packed up and started for Chicago about 
9 o'clock. 

About halfway between Oswego and 
Yorkville we pulled off the road to look 
at our tires and had just got out of the 
car when something hit the left rear 
end of eur car, went careening down 
the road about 300 feet, and ended with 
a crash. We picked ourselves out of the 
ditch, got our flashlights and rar down 
to the other car. We heard no sound 
from it and thought they must be killed. 
We found the car on itg side and, calling 
to those inside, found no one was seri- 
cusly hurt. We climbed up on the car 
and got the door opened and pulled 
them out. 

The owner got a wrecking truck from 
Aurora which pulled them out of the 
ditch and while they were there along 
cemes another car and crashes square 
in.to the back of the already wrecked 
car. 

It was after two o’clock before we got 
towed into Aurora, and when we got 
there we found we had several miles 
to walk to the center of town to get a 
train to Chicago. We finally got there 
and went in a restaurant for a much 


first train out. I had paid our checks 
and bought some.cigars and turned 
around to go back to our chairs when 
one of four police officers stopped me 
and asked what we dirty bums were 
doing here. He said, “ We don’t want 
dirty bums like you hanging around a 
nice clean place like this,” besides mak- 
ing, cracks about our clothes, etc., and 
ended up by taking us to jail and lock- 
ing us in the filthiest hole I ever saw.

We were kept there for seve 
until five minutes before the st train 
left, when an officer called out aur names 
and told us we had fivé minutes to 
catch our car. We had fishing license:, 
identification cards, business cards. I 
had friends and knew business people in 
the town who could have vouched for 
me, but we were given no chance to tell 
who or what we were.

Yankee Plays 
Run, But Briton 


A Little Argument Over 
**What Is Success?” 


BY WAVERLEY ROOT. 
[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 

LONDON, Sept. 9.—"Say it isn’t 
so” is the typical] attitude of the patri- 
otic British critic dealing with the in- 
disputable fact that the London stage 
is dominated by America. 

The latest argument—and one of 
the weakest—comes from Hannen 
Swaffer, who writer in the Express 
that most of the plays imported from 
America turn out to be failures. To 
support this argument he presents 
lists of American and English fail- 
ures and successes. 

Of course, it must be admitted that 
Mr. Swaffer has a strong point when 
he begins by suggesting that Ameri- 
ca takes the bad play championship 
of the world with “The Skull.” On 
behalf of America I can think of no 


reason for not accepting this trophy | 


which Mr. Swaffer presents us. 

Well, now, what does Mr. Swaffer 
refer to so negligently as the Ameri- 
can failures? Here is hig list: “ The 
Adding Machine,” “Sauce for the 
Gander,” “Judith in Israel,” “ The 
Spider,” “The Monster,” ‘ Cocoa- 
nuts,” “Gentlemen Prefer Blondes;” 
“ Baby Cyclone,” “ Square Crooks,” 
“The Barker,” “Our Little Wife,” 
“The Road to Rome,” “ Marjolaine,” 
“The Enemy,” “The Skull,’ and 
“Spread Eagle.” 

In running my eyes over this list 
of names it strikes me that Mr Swaf- 
fer has used several different stand- 
ards of success in order to class them 
all as failures. 


Unfortunately, Mr. Swaffer gives no 
Agures as to the length of run that 
in his mind constitutes a success. 
Comparing his American and English 
lists, I should judge tentatively that 
an American play to be a 
}must run at least three months—he 
grudgingly admits that “The Second 
Man,” which ran that length of time, 
probably made money—and an Eng- 
lish play about two weeks.
